The meeting would start

Mask or no mask? 


State updates face mask 
use recommendations 


Mask or no mask? State 
updates face mask use rec- 
ommendations 

It can be confusing to un- 
derstand when or where to 
wear a mask, and the state 
has come up with new rec- 
ommendations for face mask 
use to prevent COVID-19 
transmission. 

There is no longer a 
statewide requirement to 
wear a face mask in most 
settings, but the Michigan 
Department of Health and 
Human Services (MDHHS) 
released its recommenda- 
tions for face mask use effec- 
tive June 22. 

“Everyone should gauge 
their environment and take 
steps to mitigate their risks 
and all of us should be ac- 
cepting of someone’s prefer- 
ence to wear a mask and 
understand that there con- 
tinue to be certain situations 
where masks are still recom- 
mended or required,” said 
Lisa Peacock, Health Officer 
with the Health Department 
of Northwest Michigan. Fur- 
ther, the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention re- 
quires that all persons — re- 
gardless of vaccination 
status — wear masks on 
planes, buses, trains and 
other forms of public trans- 
portation, she noted. 

“Even without broad rules 
requiring these precautions, 
it is important to remember 
that we can all take steps to 
protect those who cannot get 
vaccinated by following pub- 
lic health recommendations, 
including youth under the 
age of 12 who are not yet eli- 
gible for the vaccine and 
those who aren’t able to 
achieve a robust immune re- 


sponse, such as the elderly 
or those with compromised 
immune systems,” Peacock 
added. 

In addition, individual 
businesses may ask individ- 
uals to wear a mask, regard- 
less of vaccination status.

According to MDHHS, indi- 
viduals who are not yet fully 
vaccinated should wear a 
mask when: 

- In crowded outdoor set- 
tings and events.

- In residential care facili- 
ties, including nursing 
homes, adult foster care and 
homes for the aged. 

- In outdoor congregate 
settings. 

All individuals - regard- 
less of vaccination status — 
should wear a face mask 
when: 

- In outdoor congregate 
setting where a COVID-19 
outbreak is underway (with 
anew case in the past 14 
days).

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Governor Whitmer signs directive to expand high-speed internet access 


LANSING, Mich. — Gover- 
nor Gretchen Whitmer re- 
cently issued Executive 
Directive 2021-02 to help 
bridge the digital divide by 
establishing the Michigan 
High-Speed Internet Office 
(MIHI) to make high-speed 
internet more affordable and 
accessible. With high-speed 
internet becoming a neces- 
sity in our educational, pro- 
fessional, and personal lives, 
the new office will be dedi- 
cated to coordinating and ad- 
vancing the State’s efforts to 
ensure that every home and 
business in our state has ac- 
cess to an affordable, reliable 
high-speed connection that 
meets their needs and the 
skills to use it effectively. 
Governor Whitmer an- 
nounced the new office at the 
Dick & Sandy Dauch Club, 
part of the Boys & Girls 
Clubs of Southeastern Michi- 
gan. 

“COVID-19 has only con- 
firmed how the lack of high- 
speed internet access can 
cause too many Michigan- 
ders to struggle in their abil- 
ity to engage in online 
learning, to use telemedicine 
to seek needed healthcare, to 
search for a new job or to 
take advantage of all the on- 
line resources,” said Gover- 
nor Whitmer. “A fully 
connected Michigan is essen- 
tial for our state to reach its 
economic potential in the 21st 
century global economy.” 

Over $2.5 billion in poten- 
tial economic benefit is left 
unrealized each year due to 
the digital divide. The divide 


includes both the hundreds 
of thousands of households 
that have not yet been 
reached by high-speed inter- 
net infrastructure, as well as 
the estimated 865,000 house- 
holds that are disconnected 
due to the cost of subscribing 
to service or purchasing an 
appropriate device, a lack of 
digital skills, or other related 
barriers. 

“Internet access is the 
most critical, enabling infra- 
structure that we can invest 
in. Whether you’re a student, 
an entrepreneur, a senior cit- 
izen, a farmer, a manufac- 
turer, a job seeker, or any 
other Michigander, more op- 
portunities and resources are 
available to you when you 
and your family are con- 
nected,” said Lt. Governor 
Garlin Gilchrist II. “There is 
bipartisan consensus that we 
need to close gaps in internet 
access and adoption. This is 
our generational opportunity 
to leverage the tremendous 
resources that are being 
made available at the federal 
level to develop the innova- 
tive partnerships that will 
achieve the goal of getting 
every home and business the 
high-speed connection they 
need.” 

MIHI will be housed inside 
the Dept. of Labor and Eco- 
nomic Opportunity (LEO). 
With its focus on aligning 
Michigan’s economic and 
workforce development activ- 
ities, LEO is well positioned 
to help MIHI develop the nec- 
essary infrastructure to 
bring service to each home 
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and business in our state. 


MIHI will be responsible for 


developing the State’s high- 
speed internet strategy and 
coordinating its funding and 
implementation. Under the 
directive, the department will 
designate a Chief Connectiv- 
ity Officer to serve as head of 
the office. 

“Expanding high-speed in- 
ternet access and affordabil- 
ity will help ensure that 
Michigan remains a world 
leader in innovation,” said 
LEO Acting Director Susan 
Corbin. “We need to make 
major investments to support 
digital inclusion and this of- 
fice will be focused on lever- 
aging every dollar available 
through the American Recov- 
ery Plan and other federal 
programs.” 

Gaps in high-speed inter- 
net availability, affordability, 
adoption, and use dispropor- 
tionately impact communi- 
ties of color, those in rural 
areas, and low-income house- 
holds. Evidence demon- 
strates that increasing 
opportunities to get con- 
nected have a range of bene- 
fits, including: 

Education 

High-speed internet con- 
nections help students earn 
higher grades and build the 
digital skills they will need to 
succeed in higher education 
and the workforce. Students 
who miss out on digital skills 
are less likely to be interested 
in careers related to science, 
technology, engineering, and 
math.

Additional grant awards will 
be announced later this 
month. Earlier this year, the 
Michigan Infrastructure 
Council also launched the 
“Dig Once” Project Portal 
that is designed for infra- 
structure asset owners to 
document infrastructure and 
utility work, which will help 
improve coordination and 
was called for both in the 21st 
Century Infrastructure Com- 
mission Report published in 
2016 and the Michigan Broad- 
band Roadmap published in 
2018. 

During the Whitmer Ad- 
ministration, Michigan-based 
companies have secured sig- 
nificant federal grant fund- 
ing, including $363 million 
through the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission’s 
Rural Digital Opportunity 
Fund, $4.8 million through 
the FCC’s COVID-19 Tele- 
health Program, and $32.6 
million through the United 
States Department of Agri- 
culture’s ReConnect Pro- 
gram. $25 million in funding 
provided by the CARES Act 
was used to support device 
purchasing and distance 
learning, and another $29.75 
million to establish an educa- 
tional equity fund.

But I still 
have homeowner’s insur- 
ance on every single one. 

It’s just good risk manage- 
ment to transfer the chances 
of a fire, tornado, or other 
catastrophic events to home- 
owner’s insurance. If some- 
thing disastrous happened, 
you could write a check to 
cover the deductible with no 
problem. But writing a 
check for $250,000? You’d 
feel that one. Keep the pol- 
icy, Mary!

All Michigan households eligible 
for food assistance will receive 
additional payment in June 


LANSING - All Michigan 
families who are eligible for 
food assistance benefits will 
receive an additional pay- 
ment in June in response to 
the COVID-19 pandemic, the 
Michigan Department of 
Health and Human Services 
(MDHHS) announced. 

Close to 700,000 Michigan 
households will benefit 
under approval from the 
US. Department of Agricul- 
ture Food and Nutrition 
Service 

June is the second month 
that all Michigan house- 
holds will receive the addi- 
tional benefits. Previously — 
beginning in April 2020 — 
families already receiving 
the maximum monthly 
amount of assistance were 
not eligible for additional 
COVID-19 emergency bene- 
fits, while others received an 
increase that brought them 
to the maximum monthly al- 
lotment. 

Now all households will 
receive an increase of at 
least $95 monthly, even if 
they are already receiving 
the maximum payment or 
are close to that amount. 
Households that received 
over $95 to bring them to the 
maximum payment for their 
group size will continue to 
receive that larger amount. 

Eligible clients will see 
additional food assistance 
benefits on their Bridge 
Card from June 12-22. Addi- 
tional benefits will be loaded 
onto Bridge Cards as a sepa- 
rate payment from the assis- 
tance that is provided 
earlier in the month. 

“As we continue to return 
to normal, it’s important to 
note that there are still 
many people who are strug- 
gling due to the global pan- 
demic,” said MDHHS 
Director Elizabeth Hertel. 
“MDHHS believes it is criti- 
cally important to help peo- 


ple feed their families.” 

More than 1.2 million peo- 
ple in Michigan receive fed- 
eral Supplemental Nutrition 
Assistance Program (SNAP) 
benefits through the state’s 
Food Assistance Program. 

Below are the maximum 
allowable benefits for SNAP 
customers based on their re- 
spective household size: 

¢ One Person: $234 

¢ Two Persons: $430 

¢ Three Persons: $616 

¢ Four Persons: $782 

« Five Persons: $929

¢ Eight Persons: $1,408 

The federal government is 
providing additional fund- 
ing to states for food assis- 
tance under House 
Resolution 6201, the Fami- 
lies First Coronavirus Re- 
sponse Act. 

Eligible families do not 
need to re-apply to receive 
the additional benefits. Peo- 
ple who receive food assis- 
tance can check their 
benefits balance on their 
Michigan Bridge Card by 
going online to www.michi- 
gan.gov/MIBridges or call- 
ing a consumer service 
representative toll-free at 
888-678-8914. They can ask 
questions about the addi- 
tional benefits by calling or 
emailing their caseworker. 

Customer service is avail- 
able 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. Spanish and 
Arabic service is available.

McLaren Northern Michigan 
Foundation will use grant 
funds to help replace fetal 
heart monitors in their 
birthing center. The 
Bergmann Center will pur- 
chase a new handicap acces- 
sible lift van to help transport 
clients to and from center ac- 
tivities and programs. Hos- 
pice of Michigan will supply 
hospice patients with tech- 
nology and a special app, 
called WEconnect, that will 
provide 24/7 access to a vir- 
tual team of nurses and so- 
cial workers to help people 
through their most difficult 
time. 

Child and Family Services 
of Northwestern Michigan 
will use their grant to recruit 
more foster families in 
Charlevoix County. When 
children are placed in foster 
care, the goal is to disrupt 


their lives as little as possible. 
To keep children in their 
school and community, more 
foster families are needed. 
Similarly, the Safe Families 
for Children program, oper- 
ated by Bethany Christian 
Services, also works with 
helping families to weather 
the storms of life and will be 
recruiting host families in 
Charlevoix County so that 
children who need temporary 
safe families won’t have to be 
displaced from what is most 
familiar to them. 

Two organizations are 
working on addressing the 
need for housing in 
Charlevoix County. Housing 
North will use grant funds 
awarded to collaborate with 
partners and design specific 
accessory dwelling unit 
(ADU) plans. They will also 
assist homeowners with the 


process for adding an ADU to 
their property. In addition to 
working on building a home 
in East Jordan this year, 
Northwest Michigan Habitat 
for Humanity will use grant 
funding awarded to help gen- 
erally support their mission 
and core work to bring more 
affordable housing to 
Charlevoix County. 

In total, nearly $150,000 in 
grants have been awarded 
through the 2021 Community 
Priorities grant cycle. Visit 
c3f.org for a complete list of 
grants awarded. 

The next grant cycle is 
called Geographic Enrich- 
ment. Applications will be 
available after August 1, 2021. 
This cycle will focus on re- 
quests from eligible nonprofit 
partners that serve the spe- 
cific communities of Beaver 
Island, Boyne City, 


Charlevoix, and East Jordan. 
In 2021, requests for general 
support are being accepted in 
all grant cycles. Applications 
are due by Friday, October 1, 
2021. The Community Foun- 
dation welcomes inquiries 
about applying for grants 
anytime at acousens@c3f.org. 
A charitable organization 
dedicated to improving and 
enriching life in the area, the 
Charlevoix County Commu- 
nity Foundation accepts gifts 
from individuals, families, 
businesses and civic groups 
and manages them as perma- 
nent endowments. While a 
portion of the funds are uti- 
lized to support grantmak- 
ing, the principal of the 
endowment continues to 
grow, providing ongoing 
charitable capital to benefit 
Charlevoix County’s resi- 
dents—now and in the future. 


State of Michigan rescinds emergency 
orders, vaccination efforts continue 


As of June 22, the State of 
Michigan emergency orders 
requiring protective meas- 
ures will be lifted. 

The decision to advance 
the state ahead of the antici- 
pated schedule is a result of 
the continued decline in 
cases and 60.8% of Michigan 
residents with at least one 
dose. Similar trends are seen 
locally in the health depart- 
ment’s jurisdiction of 
Antrim, Charlevoix, Emmet 
and Otsego counties with sig- 
nificant decreases both in 
positivity and cases, now at 
1.7%, and less than 40 per 
million per day as well as 
62.4% of residents 16 and 
older having received at least 
one dose of vaccine. 

“Reaching this stage is ex- 
citing, but we recognize that 
our population is growing 
each day as visitors come to 
our region,” said Lisa Pea- 
cock, Health Officer. “This re- 
minds us that vaccinations 
are our best protection 
against this virus. For those 
not yet vaccinated, masking 
and distancing continue to 
provide the best protection as 
we begin to return to nor- 


mal,” she added. 


The health department 
continues to offer vaccina- 
tion clinics throughout the 
four-county jurisdiction, in 
addition to working with 
local businesses to offer pop- 
up vaccination clinics. Public 
health nurses are on site at 
these events and able to an- 
swer any questions that resi- 
dents may have regarding 
the vaccines. Johnson & 
Johnson, Moderna, and 
Pfizer vaccines are available 
at all clinics, and they are 
open to walk-ins or people 
can register on-line at 
www.nwhealth.org/

The Housing Michigan 
Coalition, led by Housing 
North and others, includes 
dozens of associations, busi- 
nesses, builders, local gov- 
ernments and non-profits 
and is focused on creating 
and expanding tools for local 
governments to support the 
development or rehabilita- 
tion of housing supply that 
is attainable to more Michi- 
gan citizens. 

“Our stakeholders around 
northern Michigan have 
been very clear that local 
governments, developers, 
local nonprofits, and busi- 
nesses need more tools avail- 
able to work together on 
local solutions to address the 
attainable housing crisis we 
have in our region,” said 
Yarrow Brown, Executive 
Director of Housing North. 

“The need for more work- 
force affordable housing has 
become one of the top issues 
Thear about in communities 
around my district. I’m very 


pleased that the Senate has 
moved decisively today ina 
bi-partisan manner to create 
more tools to allow commu- 
nities, builders, and employ- 
ers to work together to solve 
this challenging problem,” 
said Senator Wayne 
Schmidt, R-Traverse City. 

“We're seeing a need for 
workforce housing in every 
corner of our state,” said 
Sen. Ken Horn, R-Franken- 
muth. “As the chair of the 
Senate Economic and Small 
Business Development Com- 
mittee, I was happy to join 
my colleagues in providing 
more tools that our local 
communities can use to de- 
velop new structures or re- 
habilitate existing spaces. 
We need to make sure we 
have a well-rounded eco- 
nomic development strategy 
in Michigan; we need to cre- 
ate jobs, train our workforce 
and build attractive places to 
house them.”

John Roth, R-Traverse City, 
is the sponsor for the com- 
panion bill of Horn’s in the 
Michigan House.

These bills will now be 
heading to the Michigan 
House of Representatives 
where testimony has already 
been held on companion 
bills.

Michigan House votes to end 


Governor Whitmer un- 
veiled the Michigan Main- 
street Initiative, a $300 
million investment to uplift 
small businesses. The plan 
would include $100 million to- 
wards restaurants and other 
place-based businesses to 
help them cover costs and 
meet payroll; $125 million for 
small businesses left out of 
other incentives and organi- 
zations that support them; 
and $75 million in grants for 
startups. 

- Michigan Small Business 
Restart Program: Governor 
Whitmer’s plan will invest 
$100 million to help restau- 
rants and other place-based 
businesses cover costs by 
providing grants up to 
$20,000 for mortgage, rent, 
taxes, payroll, and other op- 
erating expenses. The plan 
will set aside $25 million for 
small businesses with less 
than 9 employees, which is 
over half of Michigan busi- 
nesses and a high proportion 
of women and minority 
owned businesses. 

- Michigan Microenter- 
prise Support Initiative: Gov- 
ernor Whitmer’s plan would 
invest $125 million to provide 
grants for businesses that did 
not qualify or apply for other 
incentives, like the federal 
Paycheck Protection Pro- 


gram. The plan would work 
with community develop- 
ment financial institutions to 
provide loans to rural busi- 
nesses or other businesses 
with less than nine employ- 
ees that struggled to access 
capital through traditional 
programs. 

- The Michigan Small Busi- 
ness SmartZones and Busi- 
ness Accelerator and 
Resiliency Initiative: Gover- 
nor Whitmer’s plan would in- 
vest $75 million to provide 
grants to startups that can 
help our communities thrive. 
The plan would create the 
Small Business Support Net- 
work and Small Business 
Fund to support traditional 
commercial corridor/main 
street businesses and also 
provide opportunities for 
new businesses. 

Lastly, Governor Whitmer 
is proposing expanding 
Michigan’s Work Share and 
hiring a surge of Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Agency staff 
to help Michiganders fulfill 
their work search require- 
ments. The Work Share pro- 
gram, which was a tool used 
by employers to avoid laying 
off workers, can be used by 
businesses to bring on new 
employees to help them 
restart. During the pan- 
demic, Michigan’s work 


Unemployment Benefits 


Last week, the Michigan 
House voted to end the Fed- 
eral Pandemic Unemploy- 
ment Compensation (FPUC) 
program and get Michigan- 
ders back to work. The 
FPUC program, which runs 
through Sept. 6, adds a $300 
weekly payment to all eligi- 
ble individuals receiving un- 
employment benefits. The 
$300 is added on top of the 
state’s maximum weekly un- 
employment benefit of $362, 
making the maximum 
weekly benefit $662 per week 
(state/federal). This equates 
to $16.55 per hour (based on 
a 40 hour workweek) or 
$34,424 per year. 

Given the Governor’s an- 
nouncement Thursday that 
Michigan will end its 
COVID-19 restrictions on 
June 22, we must be aggres- 
sive in addressing the ever- 


worsening workforce crisis. 
The Michigan Chamber ap- 
preciates the leadership of 
the Michigan House to join 
25 other states in terminat- 
ing the extra $300 in federal 
unemployment benefits. 
Coupled with efforts to ad- 
dress other barriers to em- 
ployability, including the 
skills gap and affordable 
housing and daycare, Michi- 
gan should be able to move 
the needle on its workforce 
challenges. 

Given the progress Michi- 
gan has made with vaccines 
and today’s move to fully re- 
open the economy, the 
Michigan Chamber of Com- 
merce supports ending the 
federal unemployment bene- 
fits and focusing on return- 
ing Michiganders to work. 
The truth is that there has 
never been a better time to 


enter the workforce. In fact, 
there are more job openings 
in Michigan today than 
Michiganders receiving un- 
employment benefits. 

It is a worker’s market, 
whether you are skilled or 
unskilled. Job providers are 
raising wages, offering sign- 
ing and retention bonuses, 
offering cash to interview 
and competitive benefits in- 
cluding job flexibility, work- 
from-home options, longer 
vacations and shorter shifts. 

New federal data released 
in early June illustrates the 
increasingly urgent need to 
address the ever-worsening 
workforce crisis and break 
down the barriers to employ- 
ability. In fact, a new poll by 
the U.S. Chamber of Ameri- 
cans displaced by the pan- 
demic found that one in 
eight (13%) who became un- 


share program saved nearly 
100,000 jobs. As the waiver on 
work search requirements 
for unemployment benefit re- 
cipients expires, Governor 
Whitmer is proposing hiring 
an additional 50 full-time 
staff to meet the expected 
surge in demand and help 
Michiganders fulfill their 
work search requirements. 


CHILD CARE 

In her executive budget 
recommendation, Governor 
Whitmer proposed a $370 mil- 
lion investment to expand ac- 
cess to no-cost or low-cost 
childcare for 150,000 more 
families. Right now, Michi- 
gan needs talent, and regard- 
less of whether a child is 12 
months or 12 years old, work- 
ing parents can’t work with- 
out safe, quality, affordable 
child care. The governor’s 
plan would temporarily in- 
crease the income eligibility 
threshold from 150% to 200% 
of the federal poverty line, 
waive out-of-pocket copays 
through fiscal year 2022, and 
provide a 10 percent increase 
in hourly rates for child-care 
providers. 


Federal 


employed during the pan- 
demic and remain unem- 
ployed have turned down at 
least one job offer in the past 
year, and one in six (16%) 
not actively seeking work 
say the amount of money 
they are receiving from un- 
employment benefits and 
government programs 
makes it “not worth look- 
ing” for jobs. 

New data suggests this 
policy change will move the 
needle in terms of address- 
ing the state’s workforce cri- 
sis. We will be encouraging 
the Michigan Senate to con- 
sider following the House’s 
lead on this important piece 
of legislation.

An Ordinance to Amend the Code of Ordinances of the City of East Jordan, by adding new Chapter 9 


THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN HEREBY ORDAINS: 


Chapter 9 Part of the Code of Ordinances for the City of East Jordan is hereby added, to read as follows: 


Chapter 9 


Short Term Rentals 


An ordinance of the City of East Jordan regulating various aspects short-term rentals 


Section 1: Purpose 


The City Commission declares the rental of dwelling units in the 
City of East Jordan provides value to our local economy. The City 


Commission recognizes the importance of available housing units 


for year-round/full-time residents. The City Commission has en- 
acted this regulatory ordinance to strike a regulatory balance be- 
tween the interests of community residents, business owners, 
visitors, and property owners. 


The community has different expectations for noise, occupant 
loads, and transient activity in its residential neighborhoods than 


it does in other zoned districts. The renting of ahome on a short- 


term basis is substantially more like a business than traditional 
residential use. 


Section 2: Definitions 


As used in this chapter, the following words and phrases shall have 


the meanings hereafter ascribed to them: 


Basement: That portion of a building partly below grade, 


but so located that the vertical distance from the grade level to 
the basement floor is greater than the vertical distance from the 
grade level to the basement ceiling. 


Bedroom: A room intended for sleeping or placement of 


a bed separated from other spaces in the dwelling unit by one or 
more functional doors. The following spaces do not qualify as 


bedrooms: Kitchens, dining areas, gathering spaces such as living 
rooms, dens, family rooms and attics or basements without egress 


meeting standards in applicable building, residential and fire 
codes. 


Short Term Rental Business Unit: A residential dwelling 


unit that may be rented for more than 14 interrupted days or less 


than twenty-eight (28) uninterrupted days in a calendar year. 
Rentals longer than thirty (30) consecutive days in duration are 
not classified as a business unit per this chapter. 


Dwelling Unit: A permanent building or structure provid- 
ing complete independent living facilities used for a home or resi- 


dence by one or more persons who maintain a household, either 
permanently or transiently. In cases of mixed use occupancy, 


where a building is occupied in part as a dwelling unit, the part so 


occupied shall be deemed a dwelling unit for the purpose of this 
chapter. Does not include Bed and Breakfasts, timeshare/frac- 
tional ownership, hotels and motels, and boarding houses. 


Short Term Rental Local Agent: An individual designated 


to oversee the short-term rental of a dwelling unit in accordance 
with this ordinance. This individual is required to respond to calls 
and complaints.- 


Short Term Rental Personal Unit: A residential dwelling 


unit rented for no more than a total of fourteen (14) days per cal- 


endar year when the owner is not present or unlimited when the 
property owner is present and living on the premises 


Short-term rental Map: A map that shows the areas 
within the city where Short Term Rentals are allowed by right. 


Short term rental “STR”: The rental of a dwelling unit for 
compensation for a term of one to twenty-nine (1 -29) interrupted 


or uninterrupted nights in a calendar year. 


Zoning Administrator: The person appointed by the City 


Commission who shall carry out various functions of this chapter 


and enforce duties and responsibilities as specified in this chapter. 


Section 3: Location of Short-Term Rentals 


Short Term Rentals will be allowed by right in areas of 
the city shown on the short-term rental map. The map will be re- 
viewed at the will of the City Commission with input and recom- 
mendation by the City Planning Commission. 


A. — Short Term Rentals being in existence and rented more 
than fourteen (14) days before November 1, 2020 but out of the 
mapped areas will be grandfathered in and allowed to remain a 
Short-Term Rental. These units will follow the ordinance and fall 
under the same requirements as all other Short-Term Rentals. 


Section 4: Registration and Licensing Requirements 


All dwelling units, except those which may be assessed at 
100% (PRE) principal residence exemption, used for short- 
term rentals for more than fourteen (14) days per calendar 
year shall be registered and licensed with the City as stipu- 
lated in this ordinance. 


The advertisement or rental of an unregistered dwelling unit 
for a total 14 interrupted or uninterrupted days or more dur- 


ing a calendar year is prohibited. 
Registration and licenses shall be issued by calendar year. 


All short-term rental registrations and licenses shall expire in one 
year and must be renewed at each license anniversary date. 


When a short-term rental property is sold, the registration(s) 
and license(s) will expire at sale and is not transferable; li- 
censes will revert to the City after expiration, sale, revoca- 
tion or twelve (12) months of non-activity and will be 
redistributed according to this chapter. 


The Zoning Administrator shall develop a form(s) to properly 
carry out this ordinance. The registration form shall collect 
not less than the following: 


Name, address and telephone number of the property 
owner and/or local agent for the dwelling unit; 


The street address of the dwelling unit, along with other 
identification if more than one dwelling unit has the same 
street address; 


The number of bedrooms in each dwelling unit and in the 
dwelling as a whole; 


The number of days the dwelling unit is expected to be avail- 
able for short term rental each calendar year; 


A statement certifying that the property owner or a local 
agent will provide at least one copy of the safety materials as 
approved by the city to the renters each time the dwelling 
unit is rented; 


A statement indicating which year the dwelling unit was first 
used as a short-term rental, and for how many days it was 
rented in the previous calendar year; and 


A list of all websites and other media where unit is adver- 
tised 


Upon determination that a STR applicant has met all regis- 
tration and regulation requirements, a license shall be issued 
by the Zoning Administrator. 


There shall be a fee for registration collected at the time of 
registration. Commission shall set a fee(s); such fee(s) may 
vary depending on the type of property, dwelling, or other 
distinction Commission may deem advisable. 


Section 5: Registration Process and Procedure 
New applications will be considered in order received. 


Applicants with whose principal residence exemption is in 
the City of East Jordan will get preference and be moved to 
the top of the list of new applicants. 


The Zoning Administrator is empowered to develop a 
method for registration in accordance with this provision 
and approved by the City. 


Short-term rental shall follow applicable regulations found 
within the East Jordan City Code. 


Section 6: Types of Short-Term Rentals 


Personal units. Personal units may be rented for periods of 
not less than 2 days up to a total of 14 days per calendar 
year when the owner is not present. Personal units are prop- 
erties with a Homestead exemption and owner occupied. 


An owner can register only one personal unit. Additional 
units under one ownership must be registered as a business 
unit. 


Business units. Business units may be rented without restric- 
tion on days rented per year. 


Section 7: Regulations 


Local agent required. All dwelling units used for short-term 
rentals shall have a designated local agent. 


Contact information posted. A notice shall be posted ina 
prominent location within any dwelling unit used for short- 
term rentals stating the name of the local agent, a 24-hour 
telephone number with which the agent can be reached. 


Compliance with codes. The dwelling unit must meet all ap- 
plicable International Building Maintenance Codes, Health 
Department, Nuisance and Safety Codes as necessary to pro- 
tect the safety of occupants. 


Noise and nuisance. Noise during quiet hours must be lim- 
ited to that which does not disturb the quiet, comfort or re- 
pose of a reasonable person of normal sensitivities. The 
city’s Noise Control Ordinance shall apply. 


Fireworks. Fireworks of any kind are not allowed on rental 
property, except in accordance with the city’s Fireworks ordi- 
nance. 


Maximum occupancy. Short-term rentals shall be permitted 
maximum occupancy of 2 persons per bedroom plus two 
persons per finished and legal floor for dwelling as described 
in the registration and as may be verified by inspections 
from time to time. 


No rental shall be permitted for more than 10 persons. 


No dwelling unit used as a short-term rental may be built or 
modified hereafter to exceed to limitation of 10 persons as 
described above. 


Parking Restrictions. Parking may not interfere with travel on 
roadway or with neighboring properties. 


Advertising. No person shall advertise a short-term rental, 
unless the property fully complies with this ordinance. 


Section 8: Revocations, Appeals and Civil Infraction 


Revocation procedure. The written notice of the charges and 
the notice of the hearing shall be personally served on the 
owner or agent or served on the owner by certified mail, re- 
stricted delivery, not less than 21 days before the hearing 
before the Zoning Administrator. 


Upon a finding by the Zoning Administrator of a first viola- 
tion within any twelve (12)-month period, the short-term 
rental registration may be cited with a civil infraction citation 
and fined up to $100.00. 


Upon a finding by the Zoning Administrator of a second vio- 
lation within any twelve (12)-month period, the short-term 
rental registration may be cited with a civil infraction citation 
and fined $250.00 and shall be suspended for 30 days and 
during said time; the premises shall not be utilized for a 
short-term rental. 


Upon a finding by the Zoning Administrator of a third or sub- 
sequent violations within any twelve (12)-month period, the 
short-term rental registration may be cited with a civil infrac- 
tion citation and fined $500.00 and shall be revoked and the 
owner or local agent who had been issued the short-term 
rental registration shall not again be issued a short-term 
rental license under that ownership name and the premises 
shall not be utilized for a short-term rental. 


A minimum of a twenty-one (21) day notice will be given to 
owners and agents for any suspensions. Appeal from denial 
or suspension or revocation of a short-term rental registra- 
tion is allowed. 


Appeal Procedure. Upon a determination by the Zoning Ad- 
ministrator that the registration of a dwelling unit is subject 
to revocation pursuant to division (A)(iv) above, the Zoning 
Administrator shall issue a notice to the owner, agent and all 
property owners within one hundred (100) feet of the regis- 
tered STR stating that the city intends to revoke the rental 
registration. 


The notice shall inform the owner and local agent of a right 
to a hearing to show cause as to why the registration should 
not be revoked. If a hearing is requested and the fee is paid 
within fourteen (14) days of the service of the notice, the 
city shall schedule the hearing before the Zoning Board of 
Appeals and notify the owner and agent in writing of a time 
and place for that hearing. 


At the hearing, the owner and agent may present evidence 
that the requirements for revocation provided in division 
(C)(5) above are not satisfied, or that the property owner 
and agent should not be held responsible for one or more of 
the three requisite violations due to extenuating circum- 
stances. Extenuating circumstances may include circum- 
stances that the owner or the owner’s agent could not 
reasonably anticipate and prevent, and could not reasonably 
control. 


The Zoning Board of Appeals shall independently determine 
whether there is competent, material and substantial evi- 
dence establishing a violation of this division (C), and/or 
whether there is competent, material and substantial evi- 
dence establishing that extenuating circumstances exist. 


Section 9: Supersede previous provisions 


Upon approval of this chapter, this chapter shall supersede the 
provisions contained within any other Ordinance Chapter. 


Section 10: Enactment 


This ordinance shall take effect seven (7) days after its adoption 
and publication.
